RACING SEASON AT JUAREZ NOW AT ITS 
HEIGHT AND SPORT FLOURISHES. 

Stewards; Exerting Themselves to Keep the Racing 
Clean and Adopt Particularly Vigorous Policy 
Towards the Jockeys — Interesting Gossip. 



El Paso, Tex., January 25. — The Juarez racing 
season is now at its lieiglith. I> to this time, each 
w «*«*k since the opening of the meeting lias seen an 
improvement iu patronage and the character of the 
sport as (< mi pa red with the previous one. The 
weather after having l»een exceptionally freaky and 
in. lenient, lias at last settled to normal conditions 
and racing folks are now being treated to a fair 
sample of El Paso's winter climate. Afternoons at 
the e.mrse of tile Jockey Club Juarez are now passed 
under conditions that remind one of a May day in the 
north and east. On Thursday last the meeting 
puss«*d its fiftieth day and was exaetlv half over. 

It seems safe to prediet tliat the second half will 
be more satisfactory front every standpoint than 
tie* first. 

Tile volume of lie! ting in the Juarez ring reflects 
the healthy eoudition of tin* sport. There is always 
an abundance of siipisirt for any good horse in a 
i joe and speculation is uniformly heavy. There 
are many big <*|ierators here and they wager with 
confidence because of the knowledge that the sport 
is being cleanly eonducted. The stewards have ln*en 
as vigilant as-tlie most exacting eoubl desire. It is 
probably true that they are exercising a closer sup- 
ervision of the work of the jockeys than is ordinarily 
attempted. Every one of the jockeys riding here 
has been given to understand in no uncertain way 
that Ids career will terminate abruptly unless he 
rides to 1 lie best of his ability all the time. And 
all of them have been warned that rough riding will 
nut be tolerated for a moment. Failure to bee.l this 
warning in one or two instances lias been followed 
by summary punishment. An instance of this oe 
* Hired recently iu the ease of jockey Schwebig. who 
was suspended indefinitely, which probably means 
the jockey's permanent banishment. Schwebig prob- 
abl\ will not be granted a license to ride for quite 

long period, as Ills malicious assault on F. Tea- 
h.in, when lie r<*«|e liatt eras last week, was not his 
lirst offense in this line. That explains why his 
punishment was s > severe and that he will have a 
long tittle to think about it is the general opinion, 
a s Judge Price is slow to pardon any rider who re- 
sorts to such tactics. 

Favorites fared well at Juarez this afternoon, 
four out of the six winning and the layers were 
hard hit. Jim Basey, favorite for the- liapdicap. 
was* the victim of interference aud a misjudged 
rid< by jockey Loftns. Irish Gentleman, the win- 
ner. has Ih-imi racing consistently here of late, lie 
was favored with the best of racing luck today. 

Pan Zarei.i again demonstrat'd that she is the 
best three-year-old Miss at the track. She won 

from a good lot of colts and ti!li«*s of her age with 
eoiiKunirna te ease. Slie will doubtless race in 
Kentucky the coming spring, as .1. F. Newman i- 
plot lining to enter her in all the big stakes. 

Jockey Bobb\ Small was suspended for live days 
by starier Cassidy for disobedience -at the post. 

J<M-ke.\ Halsey, who had the mount on Kootenav 
in the handicap, interefored with every horse that 
drew near him. Irish Gentleman abate escaping. 
Tlie stewards, after having the patrol judge’s re- 
port. sus|iemleil him for ten days.

The once big stable of Henderson A Ilognn lias 
been reduced t«» one horse, Coekspur. a maiden-, that 
is I >cing racial here by G. M. Odom, and which so far 
has proven of little account. Miller Henderson, tli • 
Kentucky member of this firm, had to quit tin* turf 
owing to ill health and his racing partner. Frank G. 
Hogan, of Pasadena. Pal., lias shown little inter- 
est in the siiort of late and lias not even visited 
tie* Juarez track this season. Both turfmen are 
wintering in Pasadena. Henderson A: Hogan still 
own several young mares, which have been retinsl 
to the stud and are now at Keenluml Farm near 
Lexington. Ky. It may Is* that when tin* produce 
of these mares are old enough to race, tile firm

The Elder August Belmont's Long and Honorable Connection 
with Affairs of the American Turf 

Tlie senior August Ilebnont was not an American by birth, but in his mature manhood was an American 
of Americans iu >pirit aud performance. Born at Alzey in tlie Prussian Rhineland iu 181(5, he came to this 
country in 1837 at the age of 21 and at c.nec b'*<*nme an American citizen. His family was one of wealth 
end distinction and intimately assaulted with the famous Rothschild family. Before coming i<» this coun- 
ti.v he had passed through an educational period of service* iu the Rothschild hanking establishment at 
Frankfort en the . Main and subsequently in the Rothschild branch at Naples. 

He came to this country as the agent of that great house and. while establishing and developing a great 
financial establishment of his own. noted as their American agent in great transactions up to the time of 
his death, which occurred November 21. 1S!M>. 

Arriving in this country with such antecedents and connections it was but natural that lie should 
■ peedily liccoiiio prominent in society and a great favorite with the young ladies of his time. Ultimately 
he married a daughter of that Commodore Perry who, as commander of the American fleet, won the naval 
engagement <*n Lake Erie near Sandusky. Ohio, tliat gave tlie Americans mastery of tlie great bikes in the 
war of 1812. Duelling was rife wle-n he was a fiery young man and lie fore his marriage lie was engaged 
in an "affair of honor,” in which lie received a bullet in his thigh and as a memento was lame ever after- 
wards. A gifted and accomplished man. lie was Consul General of tie* Austrian Empire at New York from 
1814 to 1x5o and In 1N52 accented an appointment as United States Minister to Holland and served as such 
for several years. When the Civil War came on lie embarked in the cause of tin* Union with great ardor 
and. Iiesidos being active in tic* formation of a number of German regiments, twice crossed tlie Atlantic 
to carry out successfully highly important negotiations of such gravity that he received tiie formal thanks 
»f President Lincoln for his great services, lie was chairman of the Democratic National Committee from 
IS! 50 to 1S72. when lie retired from active participation in politics. 

Mr. Lei moil! was one of the group of able men who set a Unit developing racing on a broad basis soon 
after the close of the Civil War. When the American Jockey Club was formed in 18(5(5 he became its presi- 
dent and in Id that position for twenty years. lie w as a promotor of the Jerome Park and Sheepsbead Bay 
race tracks and in lime became foremost as an owner of race horses and, as a breeder. In 1879 he estab- 
lished tlie Nursery Stud at Babylon. Long Island, and made it in its appointments and systematic manage- 
ment a model. Here, with Kingfisher, by Lexington — Eltliam Lass: Fiddlesticks, by Lexington — Filagree; 
Glenelg. by Citadel Babta. and The LI I s« d. by Breadalbane — Ellermire, as his stallions, iu* bred a suc- 
cession of successful racers, but in the long run tieeame convinced of tlie superiority of Kentucky in soil, 

grass, water and climate and in 1885 removed his stallions and broodmares to tin* present Nnrsery Stud, 
near Lexington, Ky. Shortly previous to till removal lie purchased the Epsom Derby winner. St. Blais**, 
and before he died enjoyed the satisfaction of seeing St. Blaise’s son. Potomac, win tlie most valuable 
Futurity of its history, with another colt of his own breeding second, this being Masher, by The 111 Used. 
Kingfisher, one of his earliest and favorite sires, was an elegant and bloodlike horse quite unlike the burly 
cud unruly sons of Lexington ol tin* Harry Bassett and Tom Bowling type. He was a line racer of great 
speed and in his contest with Longfellow for the Saratoga Cup oT 1871 ran its first mile In 1:40, the iir*i 
lime a mile had ever b«*en run that fast in North America. Being in a two miles and a quarter race it was 
•m y a fact and not a record. Kingfisher’s daughters made grand broodmares. Glenelg was bred in Eng- 
land ami imported to this country by It. W. Cameron and by him sold to Mr. Belmont, for whom he proved 
a high-class race horse and winner of tlie Travers Stakes. Champion Stakes. Bowie Stakes (four-mile heats i. 
Maturity Stakes ami many other races and when retired to t lie stud liegot a host of celebrated horses and 
was the premier sire of America in 1884. 1S8G. 1887 and 1S8S. The III Used was a high-bred horse and li is 

sire. Breadalbane. was a brother to the Epsom Derby winner. Blair Athol. He was given li is mime Irecanse 

of accidents which l»efel him in racing when a two-year-old and was a good horse, ’winning the Sequel and 
Kenner Stakes at Saratoga. Like Kingfisher, lie was a great broodmare sire. His most successful son was 
ilis Highness, which, as a two-year-old in 1891, won $10(5.900 for his lucky owner. David Gideon. lie also 
begot such other crack race horses as Forester. Jack of Hearts, Jacobus. Badge. Magnetizer and Magnate. 
St. Blaise was an immediate success as a sire when mated with t lie splendid Nursery broodmares and sent 
many extraordinary racers to battle under tbe colors of Mr. Belmont and oflier owners. Potomac and the 
superb La Tosca would alone have sufficed to make any stallion famous. To show what a grand estab- 
lishment the Nursery Stud hud developed into it is sufficient to point out that after his death his stallions, 
broodmares, yearlings, foals and horses in training brought at auction the enormous aggregate of $641,490. 

After iris stud was in a condition of advancement to provide him with horses of his own breeding he 
seldom raced anything else, but did buy Raceland and George Oyster, about tlie only conspicuous departures 
from his rule. lie gave Joe Ullittan $20,990 for Raceland and proved tlie wisdom of the investment by win- 
ning the Suburban Handicap of 1889 with him, to say nothing of the almost equally valuable New York 
Jockey (’lul» Handicap. Grand National Handicap and other important events. That was his only Suburban 
victory and la* never won tlie Brooklyn. Nor did tbe Belmont Stakes, named in his honor, ever fall to hint, 
but a colt of liis breeding. Forester, by Tlie 111 Used — Woodbine, not only won the Belmont of 1882. but the 
Withers Stakes. Rarnegat Stakes and Jersey St. Leger as well and was a tremendously fast coil in which 
Mr. Belmont took great pride, although he raced for other men. But he had his full share of success in 
:aeing and. with such stars as Woodbine. Olitipa. Susquehanna. Fenian. Magnate. Finesse, Grey Planet, 
1’nrita. Lady Rosebery, Fides, St. Carlo. Prince Royal. St. Charles. Silk Stocking, Felicia, Nellie James. 
Duchess. Patience, Magnetizer. Slip, Padisha and others, won at one time and another about all the 
events of liis time worth winning. In 1889 he headed tlie list of winning owners with a total of $125.(535 
and again in 1890 with stable earnings of $171,350. This year Potomac won tlie Futurity. Flatbush Stakes 
and Bed Bank Stakes; La Tosca took tlie June Stakes. Belles Stakes. Fashion Stakes and Select Stakes; St. 
Charles the Juvenile Stakes: Fides the Tohoggau Slide Handicap; Her Highness the Mermaid Stukos and 
Monmouth Oaks; Clarendon the Trenton Stakes; Amazon tlie Gazelle Stakes, and Prince Royal the Coney 
Island Stakes. 

One of the incidents of his early racing career was his match with Grey Planet against Saratoga time, 
at a mile. The rave took place at Saratoga. August 13. 1874. At that time the record time for a mile at 
Saratoga was 1:42%. made by Alarm. July 17. 1872. Grey Planet was a fast five-year-old gray horse bv 
Planet — Eagless and a great favorite with Mr. Belmont. Tlie match was for $1,999 a side. Louis Lorillard 
lacking Tim -. One of tlie conditions was that if t lie horse failed to beat 1:43 c, he was forfeited to Mr. 
Lorillard. But. ridden by George Evans, he ran the mih* in 1:42%. and clipped a quarter of a second from 

Alarm’s record to the intense satisfaction of liis owner. Nowadays such time would 1m* deemed slow for an 

ordinary selling plater, but at tliat time tracks were deep, rough and slow and Grey Planet’s time was 
probably as good n< 1:38 or lietter under present track conditions. 

Statesman, politician, hanker and man of great wealth as lie was. Mr. Belmont was a man of groat 
simplicity of manners. On the race track h«* was easily approachable and took a benevolent interest in the 
fortunes of the poorer class of owners. Illustrative of this, trainer Jimmy Shields, in the early eighties, 
trained and raced a fast horse named Choctaw that Pierre Lorillard had racial in England at the time he 
had Iroquois over there. Choctaw was lieaten one day in a race at Monmouth Park and the autocrat or the 
•rack. David 1>. Withers, had Shields called into tin* judges’ stand to explain why. Shields frankly said 
that liis horse was short and. being a sluggish work horse, he had given him a race to sharpen him tip. not 
expecting him to win against tlie horses he met. To liis consternation lie was rilled off and much excited 

ointment flew about. Shortly afterwards Belmont met Mr. Withers and said: 

"Davy. I hear you have rul“d Jimmy Shields oft for running liis horse short of work.” 

‘‘Yes. I have.” 

“Well, while you was about it you might as well have ruled yourself off and I might as well lie in- 
cluded. tliat being vour reason.” 

A few days subsequently Shields was quietly restored to good standing and the incident was forgotten 
as soon as jHissfble. But Jimmy Shields never forgot that it was the friendly and effective intervention of 
Mr. Belmont tliat had, as he expressed it. ‘‘saved liis bacon.” 



CHURCHILL DOWNS SPRING PROGRAM. 

Kentucky Derby and Other Stakes to Close March 1 
— Louisville to Have Twenty-five Days. 

Louisville. Ky.. January 25.— The New Louisville 
Jockey Club today announced tlie list of stakes to 
lie run during its coming spring meeting, in May. 
at Churchill Downs. Tlie list in full, with the added 
money to each event, is as follows: 

Kentucky Derby, for three-year olds; one mile and 
a quarter: a tide* 1 money. $5,990. 

Kentucky Oaks, for three -year-old fillies: one mile 
and a sixtrenth: added money. $1,960. 

Clark Handicap, for three-year-olds and upward: 
on«- mile and a sixteenth: added money. $1,009. 

Louisville Handicap, for three-year-olds and up- 
ward: three quarters mile: added money. $1,000. 

Churchill Downs Handicap, for three-year-olds and 
upward ; one mile and an eighth; added money. 
$1,900. 

Frank Felir Selling Stakes, for three -year olds and 
upward: one mile: added money, $1,000. 

Tobacco Selling Stakes, for three-year-olds and 
upward: throe -quarters mile; added money. $1,900. 

Bashford Manor Stakes, for two-year-old colts and 
geldings; four aud a half furlongs; added money. 
$ 1 , 900 . . 

Debutante Stakes, for two-year-old fillies; five- 
eighths mile: added money. $1,009. 

Juvenile Stakes, for two-year-olds; five-eighths 
mile: added money. $1,009. 

All these events will close for entries on Satur 
day. March 1. 

The conditions for the thirty-ninth renewal of the 
Kentucky Derby provide for $25 to enter and $190 
additional to start. The second horse is to reecho 
$7<mi of tlie added money and the third horse $ 300 . 

The entrance fee for the Kentucky Oaks this sea- 
son is to 1 m $19. with $50 additional to start. Tin* 
conditions of last year iu the other events above 
noted are to prevail again this season. 

The Kentucky Derby will this year bo more vnlu 
able than ever before in its long history, and the 
three-year-old which lands the prize will 1 m* in a 
fair way to Irecome tlie leading money-winning 
horse of 1913 in America. The richest Kentucky 
Derby was run in 1899. when it was worth $5,4(59 
t«» tiie winner. Riley. This record is sure to la* 
broken tliis season. Tin* three-year-olds that are 
likely to be entered Include Helios. Hawthorn, Loo- 
chares, Gowell, Yankee Notions. Star of Danube.

Manager M. J. Winn is looking for the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission to permit I*exiugton to 
open on April 2(5. which will make it possible to 
begin the spring meeting at Churchill Downs on 
Saturday. May 10. The program is for thirteen 
days’ racing at tbe Downs, with Douglas Park to 
follow for twelve days of raring, at the conclusion 
of which Latouia will begin its usual season of 
spring aud summer sport. This will give Louisville 
twenty five days of spring racing this season, ten 
more than last spring, when the only spring incis- 
ing held at Louisville was run off at tlie Downs and 
was of tiftren days’ duration. Last season Dcrliv 
day was ou May 11. and so the great race will 
likely be run a day earlier this year. No purses if 
less than $590 will be on the program at the Downs 
next spring and present indications point to a mote 
brilliant season than at any previous time in tin* 
long history of this famous course.

Opening Day Crowd Made Up Largely of Prominent 
Charlestonians and Everything Goes Along 
Serenely — Caugh Hill Wins Stake. 



Charleston, S. C.. January 25. — Tlie Charleston 
Fair and Racing Association’s mectiug, scheduled 
to run for fift.v-tive days, was launched at Palmetto 
Park this afternoon under favorable auspices. Pile 
sport was witnessed by a fairly large attendance, 
consisting mostly of local enthusiasts, included 
among whom were many of tlie city's most repre- 
sentative citizens ami members of their families. 
Tbe out of- town aggregation was also fairly strong, 
blit not as numerous as would have been tlie ease 
had not tlie fear of interference prevailed in various 
parts of the country. It is expected tliat tlie satis 
factory results tliat marked the initial day’s racing 
will bring a lug influx of turf followers here and 
that there will Ik* a constant increase in patronage 
from now on. Not a ripple mar red tin* serenity of 
the racing horizon during the entire afternoon and 
everything went off like clockwork. The sport was 
immensely enjoyed, the contests lndtig in some in- 
stances sensational. 'I’ll** weather was June like, 
and in striking contrast to tin* brand that prevail* *i 
here when Palmetto Park was opened last season. 

Those speculatively inclined found plenty of op- 
portunity for action, though the old-fashioned ls»uk- 
maker with his big stand was conspicuously absent. 
Tin* eastern system worked fairly well, considering 
tliat it was an innovation locally. Speculation was 
at first light, bur picked up steadily during the 
afternoon and the eleven layers who accepted wagers 
declared themselves satisfied with results. 

General Manager Pons, iu discussing the o|>etiiiig, 
said: "The management is well satisfied with re- 

sults and our opening was satisfactory in every par- 
ticular. The local patrons of the s|>ort turned out 
in handsumie numbers and I am gratified that so 
manv of the city’s leading citizens were iu attend- 
ance. The followers of racing from all parts of the 
country, now that it is proven that we can have a 
high-class meeting, will come to Charleston in great 
numbers and I look for a most successful meeting.” 

The inaugural card was a good one and included 
among its features the $1 ,209 Argyle Hotel Handicap, 
three-quarters of a mile. It was won by Caugh Hill, 
tbe top weight, with II. (5. Bedwell’a Lochiel fol- 
lowing him closely. 

A rattling finish came in the closing dash when 
Lucky George, quoted at 59 to 1, got up in the last 
stride to overtake Miss Jonah in a gruelling drive. 

The first two-year old race of tlie meeting is 
carded to be run on Monday. There are many young- 
sters of fair quality here. Taken collectively, they 
are better than those shown here last season. Sev- 
eral horsemen are here to look them over with a 
view to purchasing some of the best. George W. 
Langdon lias already priced several. He will ship 
what he succ(*eds in purchasing back to New York.

A CANADIAN WRITER’S SENSIBLE VIEWS. 

An American writer points out how close we conto 
to hypocrisy in dealiug with horse-race betting. Ho 
says there was more money bet on tin* presidential 
election of 1912 than iu any. one year on all tlie race 
tracks ill America. Tlie newspapers quote tlie odds 
in every city day by day. No one seems to think it 
immoral. Nor does this writer lielieve it was im- 
moral laying down tin* general principle that wagers 
are "law -declared immorality.” 

There is something in this criticism. Here in Can- 
ada we have much the same form of livpoerisy, or 
lack of clear thinking. <»n the betting question/ Wo 
do not raise a cry against betting on elections, on 
hockey matches, football matches or any other 
national amusement, but we have made all sorts nt’ 
laws to limit race track betting. Our conduct does 
not seem wholly consistent. Prize-fighting and 
‘‘glove” contests are more immoral in their ten- 
dencies than horse racing, yet betting on them pats 
no man under a social or legal ban. 

I r li ink the state should control the betting and 
the liquor traffic. I would legalize aud regulate 
both forms of amusement or indulgence. Not many 
people will agree with me. perhaps, but I think that 
on l lie whole this would Im* the best method of 
eliminating the undesirable features of these two 
“ancient and honorable” customs. 

But. above all. let us avoid hypocrisy in regard 
to betting. There are features of gambling which 
must be suppressed for the safety of the weaker ami 
more ignorant brother. At the same time, don’t 
class a man as Immoral who bets in a gentlemanly 
way at a rare track, unless you are willing p» 
deelare that hefting on an election or a football 
match is also immoral. — Canadian Courier.

J. N. Camden’s Kentueky Derby candidate, Helios. 
«nd the rest of Mr. Camden’s horses. He tried out 
several of the now two-year-olds in this stable as 
yearlings last fall and the showing they made was 
highly satisfactory. lie expects a good season in 
Kentucky this year if the Camden horses have a 
fair share of training luck. 

Gladys Y. and Ooma, two juveniles that scored 
in their second start at Juarez for the stable of Ool. 
W. E. Applegate, were purchased at private sale 
from Calesby Woodford and Phil T. Chinn, re- 
spectively. The former is named for the daughter 
of VV. < . . Yaiike. who is intcrestul in tin* book- 
making and racing ventures of Uolouel Applegate, 
the alliaiM'e lietwccn the pair having been formed 
in CaJiloruia when tin* sport nourished in that state. 
Gladys Y.. a daughter of Miller, by Hindoo, is un- 
doubtedly the latter of the pair, but her stable 
companion, though on the small order, has a fine 
turn of sjMaal and is likely to develop into a useful 
racer, it tieing tin* idea of those who have observed 
her racing closely that she will go a route better 
than any daughter of her sire, Cesariou. since the 
clays of Fred Cook’s high-class filly, Minnie Adams, 
which was good enough to score as a I terby winner 
and defeat good colts, as well as high class fillies, 
in her lime. 

J. McDonald, who has* made such a good impres- 
sion here ns an apprentice rider, is a native of 
Butte. Mont., and comes from a good family. A1 
Austin, who lias him under contract, says lie is the 
ocst behaved l>oy lie ever had around his stable. 
Ho likes to stay around his place of work and. when 
not busy, spends bis idle time in reading good luniks, 
His third mount resulted in a win with Velh 
Forty. No veteran of the* saddle eon hi have man- 
aged Mr better than McDonald did upon that oeca 
si on. Mr. Austin means to l>e extremely careful in 
selecting mounts for the lad. until the* little rider 
has had nmre experience. He wants to guard 
against having his courage shattered by a fall from 
some worthless lu.rse. 

Phil II yams lias his horses here now in charge of 
trainer C. L. Clark and they will soon begin to 
race at the Jockey Club Juarez track. Tho string

I /CO|K>ld. one ef \V. E. Applegate’s consistent 
selling nlateis. lias been tired in tin* ankles by I>r. 
C. Cann and thrown out of training until spring. 



The son of Woolsthorpe has been suffering with his 
ankles for several weeks, hut both liisi owners and 
Dr. Cann think the application of the irons will 
bring him around so in* can race soundly next sum 
met*. He ran some sparkling races here last winter 
and lias a mile race record of under 1:39 over the 
Juarez course. 

J. Dreycr. one of tin* few Juarez riders who have 
gone to Charleston to ride, had three chances to 
make good Imre and failed in every instance. First 
it. F. Carman gave him a trial, but soon let him 
go. Then he began to ride for It. II. Harris, but 
was only a few weeks in bis employ. Iiis last eon 
licet ion was with Doerlioefor & West, and a recent 
poor ride on Ursula Emma ended his engagement | 
there. The fault seems to !*e with Dreycr that lie 
is indifferent in ids work in the saddle at times and 
Juarez is no place for such a jockey. The stewards 
exact from the jockeys riding here what the public 
cx|mcts on any course run on the highest plain*. 
The Jockey Club Juarez stands only for the best 
in sport and indifferent riding will not be tolerated 
Imre. 

Judge Price lias enjoyed none foo good health this 
winter and in fact he lias been complaining from the 
early part of last fall. His is an aggravating sort 
of sickness, tin* kind which enables one to keep 
going, but causes one to feel rather mean at any 
time. At that, he has missed few days from the 
stewards’ stand at Juarez and his many friends 
hope as spring advances he will once more be re- 
stored to perfect health. 

The health of Ed Jasper, the capable secretary 
of tie* Jockey Club Juarez, has greatly improved ill | 
tin* last wi***k and lu* now expects to be able to re- 
sume his duties at tin* track within the next few 
da\s. His rheumatic attack was exceedingly pain- 
ful. his feet ln*iiig the parts of the body most 
affected. 

REVIEWS NEW YORK’S RACING LAW. 

In making its recommendation to tin* Legislature 
for tin* repeal of the act holding directors of racing 
l»ersouall> responsible for violations of the auti- 
Itookmnkiug statutes, the State Racing Commis- 
sion of New York entered into a review and dis 
mission of tin* laws recently passed in New York 
State on the subject. Extracts from the cowmis 
sion’s report follow: 

* * We call attention to this subject at this time 
because we believe that thoroughbred racing can be 
re-established in New York by the enactment of a 
simple, fair and reasonable statute, lu order to 
make the matter clear, we wish to first state pre- 
cisely what the racing law was and is. 

"The racing law of 1N93 was passed after the 
most careful consideration and examination. It 
was intended to do just what its title stated, to- 
wit: to improve the breed of horses: and it proposed 
to do so by encouraging thoroughbred racing, bur 
only under careful regulation and restriction. Tin* 
general plan of the statute and its early amendments 
was to establish a state commission which should 
have jurisdiction of tin* whole subject, to be com- 
posed of state officers, appointed by the governor, 
ami serving without compensation; to provide that 
running races could only be conducted by corpora 
tions organized with the approval of the commis 
sion; that the commission could grant licenses to cm: 
duct such races, and could revoke them: and that 
racing without the license of the commission should 
be unlawful (except trotting races and races con- 
ducted b\ bona fide fair associations!. The racing 
was limited by the statute to the period lietween 
April 13 and November 13 in each year, Sundays ex- 
cluded. The foregoing i>ortions of the statute still 
remain in force. 

"There were two other promiueut features of the 
statute, viz.: first, that a person who upon a 
licensed race course should make or record a l>et 
upon a race then and there taking place, should for 
felt the value of tin* money wagered, to be rec»v- 
ered by civil process, and that this should 1 h> the 
only penalty for such acts where there was no ex- 
change or transfer of any record or memorandum of 
any such b.*t or wager; second, that where the direc- 
tors of the racing association should comply wit-i 
the law. they should not be personally liable to 
prosecution for violation of the* law in respect of 
gambling by other persons, unless such violation was 
knowingly iierinitted. and that the maintenance of 
such race course should not. of itself, lie construed 
to be a violation of the provisions of the penal code 
in respect of gambling. 

"Under the provisions of this law thoroughbred 
racing, which had theretofore l>een in a disorganized 
condition, was put upon a firm basis in this state, 
and became prosperous and popular. The associa- 
tions were enabled to offer valuable stakes and 
prizes upwards of $2,300,009 of prizes being dis 
tributed among tlie owners of thoroughbred horses 
in the year 1 '.mi 7: many great breeding farms were 
established ; horses of the highest type were pro- 
duced. and our racing compared favorably with that 
of any country in the world. 

"In 190S and 1910 various statutes were passed, 
under which the race courses iti New York have been 
closed. Tlie features of these statutes may be con- 
veniently stated as follows: 

"1. Various amendments were made to tin* penal 
code in respect of hookinakiug and gambling gen- 
erally. With those amendments we have nothing to 
do. and it is not our purpose to discuss them, nor to 
suggest any change in respect thereof. 

"2. The repeal of the provision ulaive mentioned 
establishing tin* civil penalty only, for making or 
recording a ln*t upon a licensed race track. It is 
not our purpose to criticise t list t amendment. 

"3. Tlfe repeal in 1910 of the provisions above re- 
ferred to, which exempted the directors and officers 
of tlie racing associations from prosecution ami li.i 
hility for violations of the gambling law by third 
parties, unless such violations were knowingly per- 
mithst. In the opinion of this coin mission this last 
amendment was unwise. It lias had tin*- effect of 
deterring tin* o|K*ning of the race courses, because 
the proprietors thereof are unwilling to run tlie risk 
of criminal prosecution for acts committed by 
others, over which they could have no control. 

"With the criminal law in respect of gambling 
as it is. and pro|>erly enforced, on and off tlie rare 
course, it may be |*ossihle for race tracks to lie 
o|K*ned. but not if the ottieers of a corporation duly 
lieensed t<> conduct a race meeting, are to be held 
criminally liable for violations of tlie gambling law 
committed by other fiersons. 

"Where there is horse racing it is inevitable that 
there will be some betting. The mere making of 
bets and wagers is not now. and never lias i>een. a 
crime within tlie State of New York. It was pointed 
out by the (thief Judge of the Court of Appeals in 
<tn«» of the cases lie fore that court that ‘Legislation, 
however, should be practical, and it is at least 
doubtful whether a statute making every offer or 
aceeptanoe of a bet or wager a eriine cotild. in the 
present state of the morality and habits of the coi-i- 
numity. be enforced.’ Inasmuch as betting and 
wagering is not criminal, why. as a matter of com- 
mon fairness, should officials of a race course s*e 
held responsible for the secret recording of a bet V 
That matter is one beyond their control. They 
neither permit it. nor countenance it: they have n> 
interest or concern in it. but they cannot possibly 
prevent it. Furthermore, it is a matter of common 
knowledge that bets and wagers are commonly and 
continuously recorded by individuals the world" over, 
and it seems remarkable iliat t I k* only place where 
any cognizance is tak**n of it should be upon a race 
course, and then that the penalty should lie visited 
upon those who have nothing to do with it. 

"In view of the above we recommend the passage 
<»f a statute to the effect that where racing is lie!d 
under tin* license of this commission, and the asso 
elation complies with the law*, the directors and 
officers thereof shall not be personally liable to prose 
cut ion for violations of the law in respect of record 
ing i*ot s by third fiersons.”
